the deaf that care should be taken in 

Selecting their OOnlugal spouses, and 
it is and has been t be Custom of teach- 
ers of the deaf tO advise them in this 

matter. Not that there is or has been 

any belief in the exaggerated danger 

Prof. I»ell pretends to be so alarmed 

about, but. to reduce to the slightest 
any possibility of the inheritance of 

this deprivation. instead of confin- 
ing his efforts to work of this kind 

among the deaf, who are most con- 
cerned, and who alone have the 
remedy in their hands, he has taken 
the most offensive course possible to 

them. Byaddre ragress in his 

memoir ami in cvvry public utterance 
where he could drag it in, he has 
advertised to tin* world, and at the 
same time exaggerated this incidental 
to deafness.

Alexander Graham Hell made state- 
ments which are very apt to create a 
false impression on minds unfamiliar 

with the work of educating the deaf. 
He says : "The percentage of deaf * 

teachers employed has Steadily de- 
■>ed, and must necessarily decrease 

still further to a great extent on 
ant of th*' great attention paid to 

articulation teaching." This st 

incut is somewhat misleading. Dr. 
Bell forgets that this is an age of 

progress in more ways than one. 

Institutions do not appoint so many 
Of their graduates as formerly unless 

they are more specially prepared, 
Most of the appointments now are 
made from among the graduates oi 

the National Deal"'- Mute College. Of 
89 which constitute the whole number 

who have graduated from the College 

;*4 are teachers, the rest having gone 
into other professions and employ- 
ments. Then the large proportion of 

college educated deaf teachers as 

compared with that of the hearing 

teachers in schools for the deaf must 

be taken into account. 

There seems now to be little use 
for any but the best trained minds in 
our Inst it ut ions, whether oi the hear* 

ing or the deaf. Our idea of education 
is not that of a mind chuck-full or 
half full, hut an active mind well 

disciplined by close study and ob- 
servation, liberalized by the influence 

of a college training, or something 

like, it and having a few correct ideas, 

at least, of the work if undertakes. 

The Institutions being only e part 

of the great public school system oi' 
the country, cannot be expected to 

turn out instructors up to the required 

standard. "The employ ment 01 deaf 
teachers is absolutely detrimental to 

oral instruction." According to Dr. 
Bell,s table there are 258 hearing 
teachers who are not articulation 

teachers in this country, and l 70 ileal* 

teachers. Now we would like to 

know how those L ?0 d< hers 

can be any more "absolutely detri- 
mental to oral instruction' 5 than the 
hearing ones, evee if the oral 
pupils do occasionally miss the chance 
to use their voices on account ot some 

ij( them, for they are not all mutes 
and some of them can read the lips. 

"Two-thirds of these graduates [of 
the College] are returned io deaf 

Schools t<> I've in the narrow c'.rcle of
